According to the old constitution 
of this body they had an eoclesiastic called a n- 
ductus,” who performed service in the oat hedral, 
The practice in the Kaglisb cathedrals was, that each mem- 
ber of the chapter should take his term of duty; in Ireland 
this was not so strictly adhered to, although it was so in St. 
Patrick's and Christ Church. It appeared that for a very long 
time that gentleman had £100 a year, but that was subject 
to this deduction. The members of the chapter had a right, 
if they thought proper, to perform their terms of duty, each 
for seven Sundays in the year, in succession, and the course 
of practice before the suspension of any of the dig- 
nitaries by the Privy Council was, that if any 
gentleman wished to make residence, and perform his seven 
days duty, he was allowed seven guineas, and that was not 
taken out of the general corporate funds, bat was a sam sub- 
tracted from the income of the conductus. 

Dr. Radcliffe said that this was not the case. The salary of 
the “ condactus” was never lessened in any year by this de- 
duction. 

Mr. Brewster, in order to set this matter right, read an entry 
from the books, dated March, 1836, as full We The Rev.Joba 
Browne, resident, £7 7s; the Rev. Wm. Coxe, ditto, £7 7s; 
the Rev. Wm. Page, conductus, for one year, £77 12s, his 
total, £92 6s 2d, being his £100 a-year.” Counsel then 
proceeded to state that the first dignitary was suspended in 
1843. After the contest of these gentlemen in the Privy 
Council, in 1853, the salary of the conductas was increased 
to £100 British, and in 1869 to £146. Jn 1858 they 
gave for the preaching terms of each gentleman who held the 
dignity a sum of £10 10s. per year, not deducted from the 
salary of the “ conductus,” but ia addition to it, Counsel 
contended that they had no right to charge this as against the 
coin Mmiasioners. 

His Honour inquired how many ten guineas they had de- 
ducted since 1853 

Dr. Radcliffe said that only two gentlemen had earued their 
ten guineas since that time, 

Mr. Brewster—What the commissioners said was that the 
Dean and Chapter had no right, in consequence of the decree 
of that Court, and of the act of the Privy Council, to alter 
that which was the constitution, which was that the con- 
ductus should get a certain sum for his services, but if any 
person chose to come forward, and do his duty for him, he 
should be paid out of the conductus’ own pocket. Under 
these ciroumstandés, counsel contended that the dean and 
chapter; were not entitled to make the £100 a-vear salary 
absolute, and to add to it the surpluses which raised it to 
£148 a year. They were now dealing with the case in a 
manner which would be equally beneficial to them as to the 
commissioners. 

Dr. Radcliffe, in reply to his honour, said that the gen- 
tleman who had filled the office af conductus since 159, 
was Mr. Harper, who bad £150, and they found it absolutely 
impossible to get a gentlemanto do the duty for leas. 

Mr. Brewster thought this was very curious, when it was 
known that half of the highly -edacated gentlemen who were 


curates in the Church did not receive more than £75 a 
year. - He thought that on principle, if the respondents were 
entitled to pay the canductus 4150, they were entitled to 


pay anything else they liked. He apprehended that it was 
never the intention of the Legislature, in spending the 
dignitaries to leave open an opportunity of their increasing 
their expenses.

them received. Their salary was much less than any one 
would wish it to be, and he could not say that £160 were 
too mach to pay a curate, if be was really perform- 
ng the onerogs duties which were imposed upon persone 
holding that office The present case illustrated the prin- 
ciple that it was not proper ever to put a mah in « pesitioa 
im whieh his interests and his duties would be likely to eon 
flict. That wae really the ease here. He did not at all 
object to the Koclesastieal Commissioners bringing forward 
that case.

Suppose he were told £150 were too much, was he, 
then, to reduce the salary ? lle did not think he should say 
that a particular sum of money should be paid by the com- 
missioners, and not a shilling bevend it. He could not make 
such an order, but would declare as to items 2, 5, 6, and 7— 
these relating to curacies, 6c.—that the court wae unable to 
form an opinion as te whether the addition! sums 
paid were properly expended, or whether the sams 
paid should have been inereased or decrensed, and 
that the court had no authority to decide what 
sums should be paid.
